After trailing the Mi* is sip pi any 6 
to 0 at the mid-way mark. Roland 
McMackin and Haggard Cherry fea¬ 
tured the defenders’ splendid offen¬ 
sive attack. Early ip the third quar¬ 
ter, Me Mac kin took a short pas« from 
Cherry on the visitors’ 46 yard stripe 
and raced the remaining distance for 
the Junior Vols’ first marker. He 
also kicked the extra point to give 
the Junior Vo] s a one point lead. A 
few minutes later, after the pigskin 
had been advanced to the State 20- 
yard line, McMackin again scored on 
a pass from Oapt. Elmer Vaughn. 

Wtih a seven point lead, the Jun¬ 
ior Vols renewed their touchdown 
drive in the final period. The ball was 
soon carried to the Mississippians’ 
five yard .stripe, where Capt Elmer 
Vaughn drove through center for the 
victors' final counter.
